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Summary Two species of spiny composits, Onopordum illyricum Linnaeus 
and Cirsium arvense (L.) Scopoli, both native of Europe, are reported as newly 
introduced weeds to Japan. 

The former, collected by Mr. H. Ohta in Mie Prefecture, is assumingly 
of temporary existence. The latter species is considered to have entered 
Japan from Europe through North America. This species, which has already 
been reported from several localities of Honshu, may become a noxious weed 
in Japan. 
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
